BUT THE current assess-
ment scandalin some other
counties has indicated that
some taxpaes have been
overassessel and some under-

cedures: to close loopholes in
existing law that have per-
mitted irregularities to occur,
and to provide assessors with
new laws to improve assess-
ment administration,

IN ADDITION to the uni-
form ratio proposal, other
major changes would:
® Require the assessor
when notifying a property
owner of an increase in his
assessment, also to notify him
of the appraised market
value
@ Permit the creation of As-
sessment Appeals Boards in
any county that wants them
and allow a longer time in
which the taxpayer can file
an equalization petition. Here
in Los Angeles, we already
have our Tax Appeals Boards
in operation, but property
owners elsewhere do not have
the same ability to challenge
their assessments.
® Require the assessor to
make available to authorized
law enforcement officials
confidential material in his
files. I believe this is already
implicit in the law, but some
assessors during the current
investigation took advantage
of the “confidential” clause to
withhold their records. As a
group, we assessors agreed
the law should be spelled out.
® Require tax consultants to
register with the Board of
Equalization and forbid them
to charge fees based on the
amount of “tax savings” they
effect.
® Forbid any assessor or de-
puty assessor to serve as a
property tax consultant while
he is in office or employed as
an assessor. This would seem
self-evidently the law, but
some counties, notably San
